SAN JUANT Porto Rico, 
Sept. 17. (AP)—With the 
hurricane death toll conserv- 
ately estimated at 1,000, the 
spectre of famine stalked 
throgh Porto Rico today. At 
least 300,000 persons, were 
stated to be hungry. Disease 
was threatened. 


Half of the islands population of 
almost 2,000,000 was thought to be 
homeless 
Tt was fe?red proper- 


ty damage would oa.se $100,000,000. 
Declaration of martial law, re- 


quisitioning and rationing of food 
and drafting of all able-bodied men 
was urged upon Governor Horace 
M. To< ner by a group of leading 
citizens. 


The group In a petition asserted 
that so far neither the government 
nor any other agency had taken 
adequate steps for .ellef to pre- 
vent sickness and starvation nor to 
ascjrtaln the facts as to immedi- 
ate nefr.ds. 
The National Guard has been or- 


dered out to protect property from 
looters. Efforts were made to stop 
profiteering.

HOUSES IN RUINS 
AND SHIPPING HELD 


UP BYJURRICANE 


ONE VESSEL 
ON ROCKS; 


OTHERS BELIEVED LOST; 


SAN JUAN HARD HIT 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14. 


(AP)—Islands of the West 
indies were raked today by 
a daVastating hurricane that 
caused steadily increasing 
d e s t r u c tion to propei'ty 
ashore, damage to ships at 
sea, and death of an unde- 
termined number of people. 


Reports from the zone of destruc- 


tion were Incomplete, but 
there 


were enough to show the storm was 
of unusual fury. 


Porto Rico was apparently the 


victim of the full fury of the temp- 
est. The winds, veering madly in 
the usual style of these storms as 
the air currents rush toward the 
moving vortex, reached 134 miles 
an hour. Then the wind guage at 
San Juan broke, but the wind in- 
creased and some estimates placed 
its greatest rate as arovfnd 150 mil- 
es an hour. Eighty per cent of the 
houses around San Juan gave way. 
Hospitals and other more sub- 
stantial buildings were unroofed, 
trees were uprooted and coffee, ba- 
nana and cocoanut plantations were 
destroyed. 


An appeal for held was sent to 


the Associated Press by Thomas E. 
Benner, chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Porto Rico. He managed *o 
survey the territory within seven 
miles of the city and reported that 
millions of dollars worth of proper- 
ty had been destroyed In that small 
area. 


Struck Virgin Islands 


Before the blow reached Porto 
Rico it struck the Virgin Islands, 
another outlying possession of the 
United States. It also caused much 
damage in .Martinique and in the 
twin island republics of Haiti and 
Santo Domingo, the northernmost 
tip of the island, said the hurricane 
was rapidly approaching that point 
and that it had passed over Le Ro- 
mana, a Dominican town on the 
south coast of the island. All tele- 
phonic communication across the 
island had been interrupted, a con- 
dition which prevailed 
in other 


places which had experienced the 
fury of the elements. 


Interrupted cable communication 


with Porto Rico prevented the New 
York and Porto Rico line offices 
from receiving! direct advices, up to 
noon, on the damage caused by yes- 
terday's big blow. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 14. 


—OT—One vessel was on.the rocks 
today,

houses were in ruins and other 
buildings were without roofs as 
a 
result of 
a tropical 
hurri- 
cane. 


It was estimated the damage in 
San Juan and -vicinity would run as 
high as $2,000,000.

and communications were disrupt- 
ed. Loss of life and Injuries were 
undetermined. 


The hurricane reached its great- 
est Intensity at 2:30 p. m., yester- 
day. For six hours the wind was 


calculated by the weather bureau 
to have blown at an average of 100 
miles an 
hour 
with 
occasional 


squalls at 150 miles an hour. The 
anemometer at the bureau regis- 
tered 132 miles an hour before be- 
ing carried away by the wind. 


Shipping losses were believed to 


be heavy. The freighter Helen pull- 
ed its anchor and rifted on the 
rocks at the entrace of the har- 
bor. Two sailing vessels appeared 
from the shore to be sinking. 


City In Darkness. 


The city was plunged in darkness 


and transportaion halted. Commun- 
ication with other parts of 
the 


island was cut off and 
it 
was 


thought days would be required be- 
fore it was restored. Weather bu- 
reau officials 
believed, however, 
that San Juan had probably borne 
the brunt of the storm and the 
south side of the island had not 
suffered so greatly. 


The hurricane' ripped the roof 


off the Palace hotel in the ce».;er 
of the city Part of the roof of 
the Union club was carried away 


The governor's palace was flood- 


ed. Windows and doors were blown 
in. Cocoanut trees and other palms 
In the garden were blown down 


Throughout San Juan and its 


suhrubs houses were destroyed and 
others damaged. Trees broken off 
or uprooted by the hurricane crash- 
ed in the walls of homes and fell 
across thes treets blocking traf- 
fic. 


That the hurricane wnlch hit Por- 
to Rico had not spent its force 
was indicated in a warning by the 
United States weather bureau at 
9:30 p. m., yesterday. It raad: 


"No report tonight east of Ion

known.

QUEEN COW AIDS 
KING COTTON WAS 
SUBJECTOF WALKER 


COTTON BELT AGRICULTUR- 


AL AGENT WRITES ON 


EAST TEX. PROGRESS 


LONGVIEW, Sept. 14.—(Sp5—Giv- 
ing his article the title of "Queen 
Cow Aids King Cotton," P. H. Wal- 
ser, agricultural agent of the St. 
Louis Southwestern Railway lines, 
writes in the September issue of 
"Eest Texas" official publication 
of the East Texas chamber of com- 
merce, of the growing tendency to 
balance the East Texas farming 
program with the dairy cow. 


"Recent months have witnessed 


an important turn in the history 
of East Texas agriculture," states 
Mr. Walser. "Queen Dairy Cow, 
having investigated this section and 
having found the shade, water and 
possibilities of pasture and feed 
crops to her liking, hag decided to 
stay and join forces with King Cot- 
ton, to aid in the building of a more 
profitable farming system. 
New 
markets have been opened and new 
factories built for the utilization of 
dairy products, so that Queen Cow's 
owner may profit thereby." 


Probably the greatest 
benefit 


however, that will result from th 
coming of the dairy cow, continue 
the agriculturist, will be the" insti 
tution of that age-old principle o 
successful farming which has been 
so neglected by most farmers—cro 
diversification and rotation. For 
it is said, the dairy cow, If properly 
and profitably kept, requires an 
abundance of homegrown 
feeds 


such as grain, hay and pastui 
age. That working these crops Int 
the farming system with cotten 
and marketing them through th 
dairy cow, Is a long step forwarc 
In restoring soil fertility, increas 
ing crop yields, and building u 
farm profits, is a fact borne ou 
by the experience of many farmer 
who have tried it, according to th 
article. 


Income AH Year. 


"Proper crop diversification en 


ables the farmer to have two o 
three sources of income during th 
year, instead of only one, as 1 
the case with the cotton alone, 
points out Mr. Walser. "It enable 
him to grow a rotation of crop 
so that the soil may be rested from 
the constant drain of any one crop 
and enriched by the use of logum 
es. It gives opportunity for profit 
ably labor distribution throughou 
the year instead of during a shor 
season. It is necessary if the tin 
farmer's children are not to re 
ceive the land in a greatly impov 
erished condition. 


"The dairy cow Is one of the 


farmer's best aids in solving thi 
problem of profitable crop diver 
sification and rotation. She is a 
manufacturing plant and that uses 
raw materials—grain, hay and pas 
turage, and converts them into a 
product that finds a year-roun< 
market, and brings In weekly or 
semi-weekly pay checKs. 


"While the cow Is utilizing these 


farm-grown feeds, and producing a 
product that Is salable throughou 
the year, she is also returning to 
the soil one of the farm's valua 
ble by-products—manure. A thous. 
and-pound cow annually produces 
about fifteen tons of manure, in- 
cluding the straw used for bedding; 
and this material is worth aboui 
three dollars a ton, as fertilizer 
About three-fourths of the fertiliz- 
er value of the feed is returned to 
:he soil for use of future crops 
Many experienced dairy farmers 
state that the value of the manure 
alone gives them a good profit on 
their cows, even if the income from 
milk products does no more than 
balance the cost of keeping 
the 
cows. 


Diversification Profitable, 


"Proper diversification and rota- 


tion of crops Is profitable. A study 
of the records of master farmers, 
whose net yearly Income far ex- 
ceeds that of the average farmer, 
shows thatthey do not depend on 
cotton alone, cows, alone or any 
other single crop in their farm pro- 
Tram. Their system Includes two or 
;hree or more cash crops, such as 
cotton, truck crops, fruits, livestock 
and poultry; and practically all if 
not all the food for the livestock 
s produced on the farm. A part 
of these food-stuffs are in the form 
of hay and pasture elgumes, such 
as sweet clover, alfalfa, and peas, 
which enrich the soil while pro- 
viding feed.

cockpit by the rush of wind past 
tho falling planes and then man- 
aged to jump and ~ave his life with 
his parachute. 


The collision occurred when Tos- 


tcvin led a formation of three pur- 
suit planes In simulated 
attack 
against three observation planes. 
Yoder was flying the plane in the 
left, rear of the observation forma- 
tion. The pursuit students 
were 


flying approximately 2,000 
M3t 
above the observation squadron 
when Tostevin 
nosed 
his ship 
downward to dive on the latter 
formation. With his ship traveling 
at high speed, he started to pull up 
but apparently misjudged his dis- 
tance and pulled his ship directly 
under and fntp the landing gear of 
the De Haviland. 
Cadet Yoder was shocked 
and 


covered with oil frrtm the damag- 
ed -motors. He climbed out of the 
cockpit to Jump clear of the ships, 
which stuck together, and started 
down In a spin, but toppled over 
head foremost into the rear cock- 
pit Despite the difficulty he had 
In jumping, other pilots who cir- 
cled the falline planes estimated 
the ships had not fallen more than 
1500 feet 
before 
his parachute 


opened. 
The two ships continued to the 
earth locked together and did not 
burn, according to reports from 
Kelly Field. 
The body of Tostovin was found 
about 200 yards from the wreckage 
and Yoder landed approximately 
the same distance from where tho 
ships fell. 
The two cadets wero engaged In 


combat manevuers. Cadent Toste-
